Eeneral staff, was on »iay 15, 1817, ap-
pointed commander-in-chisf of the
French armies operating on the French
front, which command he has held,
while Marshal Foch, as generalissimo,
commanded the French am other allied
armies throughout the field of opera-
tions,

Gen. Petain, before his appolntment
as chief of staff, won his ohief dls-
tinction for the heroic Gefense of Ver-
dun under his command. He was u
retired colonel st the outbreak of the
war, but arose vapidly through the
abliity he dispiayed. as commander
on the French front he added notably
to hipn eariler laures, particularly in
the Iater phases of the war when the
skilfully directed hammer blows of his
forces, In eonjunction with those of the
British, Amerieshs and  other allisd
commands, were hreaking down the
resistance of the German nwrmy and dis-
integrating L to the point where the
German command was forced to apply
for an armistice,

An yet we have no official statement
to gulde us, but the first news of the
| progress of our troops woull seem o
supply. mevh lght. We are informed
that Tershing's forces will today hab
on the line Longwy-Briey, having com
pleted their firsl stage from the banks
of the Meuwe. Thi can only mean that
wa are taking the historic rodte which
leada through J.uxemburg and  down
the Moselle valley to the Rhine al Cob-
lens, where the Moselle enters the larg-
er atream and where Rhine tourists forf
haif a century have been calied upon
to note the veluctance of the Moaelle
waters 1o mingle with those of the
Rhine, as indlcated by the extant o
which the French waters retuln their
individual color,

Southward mlong the road we are
now following, In the opposite direction
came the army of the German crown
prince in the first days of the present
war, borrowing the historic gap of
Sfenay, recently reconguered by Amer-
lean froops, to enter France.  Mont-
medy, which we have occupled, Long-
wy, which we are to enter todny, Wire
fortresses blocking this road and both
of them were taken after very gallani
rosistance, that of Longwy memorable
for all time, in the first weeks of Au-
gunt, 1914,

Historic Way.
